The iiaeates some girls have for Orient- 
als, and especially for Chinamen, has happily 
not spread to Guelph, and if those unfortunates 
who as thus so. easily affected could see the 
result oftheir craze there would be no more of 
it. In all the crusades against the marriage of 
white girls to Chinese men, few such authent- 
ic records of misery come to light as in the 
«case of Dorothy Dorr, of Hartford. 

On the face of it Miss-Dorr’s case seems 
better than that ot young girls who become in- 
tfatuated witn ‘Chinese Sunday ‘School pupils. 
She was only sixteen, to be sure, but the 
‘Chinese whom she married was a. student in 
the Yale Law ‘School, and might be presumed 
ta have some education and in his own country 
and to know something of American customs 
and standards. But his Hartford wife had 
hardly reached China when she learned that 
he hada Chinese wife when he came to the 
United States tu study. The Chfnese wife 


brought a prosecution for bigamy, and had 
the husband sent to prison. 


The American wife had a child and pitteced 
poverty, loneliness and isolation until death 
brought hera welcome release. Just read this 
from a letter home, written shortly before her

Earl's Offer To Sell Land Accepted 
by Baron de Forest, 
LONDON, Feb. 6.—A big land deal 
is Ukely to result from a political 
| controversy. Maurice Arnold de For- 
est, who {is a hereditary baron of the 
Austrian Empire, has accepted an of- 
fer recently made in a public speech 
by the Earl of Derby to sell him his 
estate in Baale, a suburb of Liver- 
pool, for $7,500,000. The property 
was purchased in 1724 for $35,000, 
and in a contribution to the land en- 
quiry committee’s report, Baron de 
Forest cited this as a striking exam- 
ple of unearned increment. He esti- 
mated the annual income from the 
property as $500,000 and the value 
of the property as between $15,000,- 
000 and $20,000,000. ‘ 
In bis speech proffering the land 
for sale, the Earl of Derby declared 
that the estimates were grossly ex- 
cessive and referred contemptuously 
to Baron\de'Forest as ‘‘an allen gen- 
tleman for whom I have no love, who 
has come here’ to tell°us landlords 
what we ought to do.”

Rebels In Mexico Will Use Aeroplanes 
in Their Operations, . 


CULIACAN, Sinaloa, Feb. 6.—- 
L.illtary aeroplanes will be among 
the war munitions t» be ordered at 
once from the United Statcs by Gen. 
Carranza, the rebel Lieftain. This 
wt announced yesterday after Car- 
ranza had made hasty arranzements 
to take advantage immediaty'~ of the 
American Government's action in 
lifting the embargo on the exporta- 
tion of arms. The aeroplane. will 
be used in campaigns in northern 
Mexico, 

Fourteen thousand rifles with suf- 
ficient ammraition for a long cam- 
Daign have been ordered. 

It was also stated that the insur- 
gents would import artillery with 
mounts suitable for use aboard ves- 
sels which will be armored for oper- 
ations against the Pacific coast sea- 
ports still held by the Huerta forces. 

The organization of a aerial war 
fleet will be effected by Gen. Angeles, 
sub-secretary of war !n the Carranza 
cabinet, It will be commanded by 
Captain Frederico Ceryantes, w’o re- 
cently returned after having spent 
three months as a student ‘n military 
aviation camps In Frence. 

Only Mexican aviators will be 
used, Including two members of Car- 
Tanza's staff, who are qualified air 
Pilots, 

The 14,000 rifles contracted for 
will be used to equip rebe! troops in 
Chihuahua and Zacatecas.

OTTAWA, Feb. 6.— Knighthoods 
and detectophones, the ‘Dominion 
Elections Act, and the death penalty 
Were aniong the subjects’ up for dis- 
cussion in the House’ of Commons

, Great. interest” is manifested in 
Mr. Bickerdike’s bill to ‘abolish’ capi- 
tal punishment. Judging from the 
debate, the bill would have had many 
supporters upon a divisiou, but it was 
Not acceptable ‘to the Governnient, 
and upon motic.. of Judge Doherty 
the debate was adjourned; © 

Mr. Bickerdike, in moving the se- 
cond reading of his bill, said he be- 
Meved it was morally wrong for the 
state to take the life of a citizen. 
A man-not fit to live was certainly 
not fit to die. It was shocking to 
witness the Government of a Chris- 
tian country contracting with a hang- 
man to. put people to death. 

After the rebellion of 1837, Mr. 
Bickerdike reminded the House, a 

number of people had been exe- 
cuted in Montreal, and several in 
Toronto, upon a charge of treason. 
These executions, his opinion, 
were legalized murders and so deeply 
did they shock the community that no 
Governor-General would consent to 
capital punishment being inflicted in 
this country for twenty years there- 
after. No hangings in Canada 
curred between 1838 and 1858, yet 
bo increase in homicides was noticed. 

Hon. George E. Fo-ter hoped the 
day would come when capital pun- 
ishment would be unnecessary, ; but 
he hardly thought that the House 
should commit ':self without consid- 
erable thought and discussion to the 
principle of Mr. Bicxerdike's bill. So- 
clety had a right to protect itself 
against vicious individuals. 

Mr. Carvell (Carleton, N.B.}, op- 
posed the bill, Immigrants, he said, 
were pouring into the country and al- 
so foreign laborers. They should be 
taught that human life was sacred in 
Canada, and that the extreme penalty 
would be inflicted upon the murderer. 

Hon. George P. Graham spoke with 

eloquent vehemence in support of the 
bill. No men or set of men could 
confer ur:n themselves the power to 
kill a human being. Capital ,unish- 
ment was mcrally wrong, and so in 
; Dis opinion was the legalized killing 
by wars. Our histories and other 
books did not teach the sacredness 
of human life but glorified the men 
who killed their fellows, Our monu- 
ments should be erected not to honor 
those who slaughtered but to honor 
those who served and saved thelr 
fellowmen, It ~as right to have sta- 
tutes authorizing the killing of dogs, 
wolves and other animals for certain 
offences, but such Jaws should not 
apply to human beings. 
Mr, W. F. Nickle (Kingston), sald 
many countries which had done away 
with capital punishment were forced 
to return to it because murders in- 
creased. 

The debate was continued by Mr. 
Thompson, who favored the bill, and 
Dr. Edwards (Frontenac) who ap- 
proached the sudject with an open 
m'n4, but ac'sed against hasty 
action. 

Mr. Verville favored the bill as also 
did Mr. Proulx (Piescott). Hon. 
Frank’ Oliver defended capite! pun- 
ishment, and Judge Doherty, Minis- 
ter of Justice, also intimated his di:- 
agreement with Mr. Bickerdike’s pro- 
posal, moved the adjournment of the 
debate. ; 

Mr. Verville (Mais: nneuve) intro- 
duced a bill to amend: the criminal 
code. It seeks to »rohibit the employ- 
ment of armed men and alro to place 
under severe destrictions the detecto- 
phone and like devices.

Verville sald that when there was a 
strike, as at Buckingham a few years liar, although « he finally’. accepted 


ago, men were employed ostensibly 
as workmen or watchmen, but they 
were strike-breakers used for the

BiG ESTATE DWINDLED. 


Strathcona's Fortune Is Now Estimat- 
ed at $31,500,000. 

MONTREAL, ‘Feb. 7. — The most 
reliable estimates of Lord Strath- 
cona’s estate place it at $31,509,000. 
Three years ago it would have been 
$45,000,000, the difference being at- 
tributable to shrinkage in Northern 
Pacific stock. The death duties will 
aggregate about $5,000,000. 

The Messrs. Garsor of Edinburgh, 
Lord Strathcona’s lawyers, and Mr. 
Sterling of New York, as adminis- 
trators, will d.vide 7 1-2 per cent. 
amongst them, totalling $2,200,000. 

The legacies will probably aggre- 
gate $4,000,000 apart from his 
daughter, Lady Strathcona, and a 
special provision entalied for her 
heirs. Thus Lady Strathcona will 
have control of $20,000,000 {fnclu- 
sive of the special provision for her 
heirs of $2,500,000. Her family con- 
sists of one daughter (Mrs. Kitson), 
married to a Ieutenant In the navy; 
one unmarried and three sons, Don- 
ald, Haréid and Arthur, the eldest 
of whom will become Lort Strath- 
cona with an entail of $2,500,000 and 
a probable revision of $4,000,000 
more. 


MISS SYLVIA SECEDES. 


She Disapproves of the Peaceful 


Leanings of Her Sister. 

LONDON, Feb. 7. — Miss Sylvia 
Pankburst, daughter of the militaut 
suffragette leader, yesterday an- 
nounced her secessior from the Wo- 
men’s Social and Political Union, the 
militant women’s organization. Her 
east end of Lonéon federation, which 
hitherto bas been a branch of the 
parent organization, will henceforth 
he entirely independent. 

The rift among ‘he militant suffra- 
gettes is said to be due to-huiss Sylvia 
Pankburst's ultra-revolutionary as- 
pirations, which the leaders of the 
Women’s Social and Political Unio 
aro beginning to believe are damag- 
ing their cause, 

Reports of dissentions {n the in- 
ner circles of the militant organiza- 
tion, involving the Pankhurst trium- 
virate, have been in circulation for 
some time. According to these, 
Christabel Pankhurst {s anxious to 
end her Tong exile in Paris and retur 
to London and take control of the 
organization. 

But Christabel, the ceports have 
it, destres to come back under cond!- 
tions that will not necessitate fre- 
quent terms of {ntprisonment for her 
under the ‘’cat. and mouse” act. 
Therefore, it is sald, she wants mili- 
tancy dropped. - 

Sylvia Pankhurst,:on the other 
hand, {s not prepared to abandon 
militancy until she has fully tested 
the fighting capacity of her “people’s 
army.”

Mr. Maclean sald that.the Govern- 
ment had made a contract with all 
‘the big steamship lines for the car- 
riage of the transatlantic mails under 
which every company was free to 
choose either Halifax or St. Jobn, 
N.B., as the winter port. This was 
followed by the announcement that 
the Royal Edward and the Royal 
George steamers, belonging to the 

jan Northern, would change 
their port from Halifax to St. John. 

Mr. Maclean contended that the 
Canadian Northern had been compell- 
ed to remove the Royal steamers from 
Halifax by the Government. To meet 
‘ua) political exigency pressure had 
been brought to bear upon the,Cana- 
dian Northern, which it was unable 
to resist, being “‘a suppliant for finan- 
celal favors from the Government.” 

Mr. Carvell, who followed, said 
there had been some extraordinary 
Juggling on the part of the Govern- 
ment, by which Canadian Pacific 
steamers had been transferred from 
St. John to Halifax and Canadian 
Northern steamers from Halifax to St.

OTTAWA, Feb. 12.—The extrava- 
gance, inefficiency and waste charac- 
terizing the operations at’ Port Nel- 
son under, the direction of the Gor- 
ernment during the past year were 
under criticism in the House yester- 
day afternoon. The criticism came in 
the debate upon the motion of A. K. 
Maclean (Halifex) for the production 
of papers bearing on the ‘work at 
Port Nelson, and Opposition speakers 
pointed’ out in effective fashion ‘that 
the’ bungling mismanagement in con- 
nection with the work had not only 
caused financial loss, but had delayed 
very considerably the completion of 
the Hudson Bay, Raliway project. 

Hon. Frank Covhrane replying for 
the Government, took the stand ‘that 
the misadventure of last summer had 
been la-gely due to a succession of 
unfortunate fortuitous circumstances. 

Mi. Maclean, in moving for the re- 
turn of ‘apera in connection with the 
work at Port Nalson, spoke of the 
wreck of the Ce.rense and the Injury 
to‘the Alette. He also dwelt upon 
the inability of the Alcazar to dis- 
charge her -cargo, the absence of 
lizhtering facilitics, che bardsbips of 
laborers taken to Port Nelson under 
contract with the Government, and 
the lack of bucys and other aids to 
tavigction in the Nelson roads. 

Throughout, Mr. Mac'san declared, 
there bad been a deplorable manifes- 
tation of inefMciency, extravagance 
aud loose and wasteful methods. An 
obvious lack of navigation alds, in- 
accurate charts and the absence of 
buoys in portions of the bay to be 
traversed by the ships chartered by 
the Government, hed all contributed 
to tLe conditions which had resulted. 
There were no wharves or other faci- 
litles for unloading. There was no 
organization for the protection of 
supplier once they bad landed. There 
was gross extravagiuce in Govern- 
ment purchases. Judgment had not 
been exercised [np the selection of 
ships chartered, and serious com- 
plaints had been made as to the 
treatment extended to laborera who 
went up to the bay ©~ worx for the 
Government unde. contract. 

Hon. Frank Cochrane, In replying, 
sald that the vessels which had been 
lost, were lost through the incapacity 
of their captains. {It might be admit- 
ted that conditions were not ideal at 
Port Nelson, but there were great dif- 
ficulties to cope with. Supplies had 
no: been delivered as contracted for, 
and owing to an accident. which be- 
fe'l the Marine Department steamer 
Beothic off Newfoundland, the mater- 
fal. for the wirelees station at Port 
Nelson had not been delivered. 

pAs to the choice between Nelson 
and Churchill as tae terminal port, 
Mr. Cochfane sald that Churchill had 
a good harber but a small one. To 
reach there would involve building 
80 milea more of railway than was 
necessary to connect the Le Pas with 
Nelson. Ther. were dificultier ‘in 
making a barbor at Nelson but they 
were not Iicsuperable. The Nelson 
river was no les navigable than the 
Mississipp!, the Delaware or the 
Mersey. ° 

Hon. Frank Oliver, following Mr. 
Cochrane, took the ground that the 
Minister's objection to Fort Churchill 
because of the barren lands which 
would have to be crossed in reaching 
it, was not sound. He believed that 
the railway could cross these lands 
without great difficulty, and that 
Churchill {s a port answering every 
requirement, and one which could be 
equipped at the minimum cost, 

J. A, M. Alkins (Brandon) said 
that Mr, Cochrcene had sho com- 
mendable energy in handling the 
railway project, and that the mishaps 
of last summer were due to the fail- 
ure of the human equation at the 
time of test. As for the choice of 
Port Nelson, Mr. Atkins believed it 
was justified by the fact that naviga- 
tion at that port opers earlier in the 


year and continues longer than at 


Fort Chur: hill. 

Hon. George P. Grahzm said that 
personally he believed :Jelson was the 
Proper terminus. He warned the Gov- 
erumect, however, that the construc- 
tion of the railway was the smallest 
part of the job befor: them. They 
had to create a harbor, build docks 
and elevators, and finally steamships. 
He doubted if the steamship Hines

Hole In Bottom of Sea 
It is said that a hole nearly a mile 
deep was formed in the bottom of the 
sea off the coast of Panama by Cen- 
tral America earthquakes. As a re- 
salt of these earthquakes, a sub- 
marine cable was broken, and a cab-c 
ship was sent out to make repairs. 
The ends of the cable were found 
to be buried under enormous masses 
of material, and, where the Govern- 
ment charts published in 1904 showed 
& depth of 1,000 feet, soundings made 
from the cable ship found a depth of 
6,000 feet. This remarkable depres- 
sion is located off Los Santos Province 
about 15 miles from the mainland, 

and is about half a mile wide.

Always Changing, as Youth Must Have 
its Own Variety 







However much slang we may use 
ourselves, we al] dislike and despise 
slang that is not our own. Old men, 
who have tender memories of the 
slang of their own youth, see nothing 
but pertness and vulgarity in the slang 
of thelr grandsons, and for all of us 
there comes a time when we n0 lon: 
ger feel contemporary with the slang 
of the present, when we have no part 
in making or using tt, and have to ask 
«|what.{t means when we first hear it 
used. ‘Then the new slang words 
seem to us presumptuous’ upstarts 
expressive of the general brainless 
presumption of youth, and indeed they 
are expressive of that free masonr> 
of youth which we no longer share. 
Slang, {n its first meaning, seems tc 
have been the language of thieves, anc 
it still keeps something of this fra: 
Meaning in that it is the language 
“lof youth keeping its own secrets from 
middle age, and a token by which 
the young recognize ali—who-are of 
their fellowship. That is tha reason 
why it is always changing, for youth 
must always make its own slang 
afresh. The slang of five years ago 
is middleeged and has associations 
that are already hostile. No self 
respecting youth can use the slang 
of his uncle; indeed, he pities kis 
uncle for finding any savor or*fun In 
words.so old fashioned, Elderly.men 
have always protested against the 
vulgarity of new slang and professed 
to fear that the English language 
would be utterly corrupted by it 
But the language outlives the slang, 
for the ‘slang passes with the youth 
that made it, or only stays when it 
expresses a newly-discovered thing 
rather than a mood that {s always 
coming arid always going. .

It has been estimated by Dr. Oscar 
Bernbeck, a German professor of agrt- 
culture, that a moderate wind, when 
blowing without obstruction, may les- 
sen the yleld of exposed land more 
than half. In Canada the prairie far- 
mer realises the value of shelter-belts 
of trees to break winds which sweep 
acroes the prairie. <As density and 
height both influence the” effective- 
ness of the wind-break, it should be 
made at least four rods wide and trees 
making good height growth should be 
chosen, such as the cottonwood or 
white willow, or, among the ever 
greens, the white spruce, Sootch pine 
or tamarack. In theory, deep-rooted, 
narrow-crowned spécies should “be 
chosen, but it has been found that the 
draining effect of free roots on the 
sofl is negligible, and the injury done 
close to the trees shading can be 
avoided by growlhg there shade- 
enduring crops, ang as corn or al-

No announcements*were made after 
the conference, but it is understood 
a complete report on the execution at 
Juarez of William §S. Benton, the 
British subject, is awaited before the 
view of this Government toward the

Upon the truth or falsity of Villa’s 
statement that Benton tried to kill 
him will depend the view which both 
Great Britain and the United States 











will take of the affair. The prevalent | 


belief in officials circles is that In the 
absence of any satisfactory evidence 
to the contrary, it will be dificult for 
this Governmen:, at’ least, to reject 
Villa's version. To do so without sat- 
isfactory proof to the contrary it Is 
pointed out by some officials, would 
be unnecessarily to provoke unfriend- 
ly relations witb the constitutionalist 
chief, who, in control of such a vast 
territory adjacent to the United 
States, and. wherein are’ many for- 
eigners about whose protection the 
United States is solicitous. 

Secretary Bryan has ordered a far- 
reaching [nvestigat'on of the killing 
of Benton. He announced that until 
all facts in the case had been gather- 
ed from all available” sources, no 
opinion would be expressed by the 
State Department. All information re- 
celved will be transmitted to the Brit- 
ish Government.

PEKIN, Feb. 23.—It is estimated 
here that the bandits led by “White 
Wolf,” massacred 1,300 men, women 
and children when they sacked Liuan 
Chow, province of Ngan Hwel, on 
Jan. 29. On that occasion’they mur- 
dered Father Rich, a French Jesuit 
missionary, and captured and held 
two others for ransom. 

An army of 25,000 Chinese troops 
is now converging-on "White Wolf's” 
strongly entrenched position in the 
vicinity of Chang Yang Kwan, fur- 
ther to the north in the same pro- 
vince. “White Wolf” there has a 
force of 2,000 bandits, half of whom 
are armed with modern riffes.- 

The opinion Is expressed here that 
unless the opportunity Is seized of ex- 
terminating “White Wolf” and - his 
followers, they will form the centre 
of another rebellion. The troops, 
however, show a strong disinclination 
to come to close quarters with the 
bandits.

speaking for the Government, sald 
that the whole incident is to be con- 
sidered, and in default of a satisfac- 
tory explanation some action will be 
taken to safeguard the dignity of the 
House and resent the insult it bas 
received, 

In this Mr. N. W. Rowell, leader 
of the Opposition, concurred, and 
promised hearty co-operation with 
any proper methods that might be 
adopted. 

In the course of a statement dur- 
ing the afternoon, Mr. Rowell said: 

“| desire to say that the honor- 
able member for Prescott came to 
the Liberal caucus this -morz‘'ng and 
made a statement In reference to the 
letter read: in the House yesterday 
by the honorable momber for Gren- 
ville, After making bis statement the 
honorable member retired.’ It was 
unanimously decided that the honor- 
able member should not be again in- 
vited to attend caucus or be recog- 
nized as one entitled-to take part in 
the deliberations of the Liberal mem- 
bers of the Legislature, and this de- 
cision has been communicated to him 
by the Chief Whip of the party in the 
Legislature.

the interests of the Liberal party.”

Foster) would inform his colleague 
that Re had made 2 statement about 
an honorable gentleman, which apon 
investigation he would find to be 
calumnious, 

The Speaker again called Mr. Dev- 
lin to order because Hon. Sydney 
Fisher was not a member of Parila- 
ment.” * + 
Mr. Devlin sald it was customary 
for-a judge to hear a cabe before de 
ciding it, but Mr. Speaker was evi- 
dently ruling in advance. 

The Speaker again intervened and 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier rose to protest. 
The member for Wright (Mr. Dev- 
Mn), he said, had risen to a question 
of privilege. Surely Mt. Speaker had 
been hasty !n ruling him out of order 
before he had been able to state what 
the question of privilege was, 

The Speaker repeated bis ruling, 
and, after some further argument, Sir 
Wilfrid appealed from the decision. 

“It is gag rule,” interjected Sir 
Wilfrid’ Laurier, with considerable 
vigor, and again the Opposition 
benches rocked with applause. “Let 
us hear from the Minister of Militis,”” 
continued ihe ex-Pre-nier. 

Rt. Hon. R. L. Borden, who in the 
meantime had entered the chamber, 
sald the point at lsat was a narrow 
one, Had the privilege of any mem- 
ber of the House been invaded by the 
published statement of Hon. Sydney 
Fisher? That rtatement qnestioned 
the veracity of the Minister of Mili- 
tla, and to tbat extent reflected upo 
the honor of a member of this 
House. But only the member refer- 
red to could rise to a question of 
privilege, Certainly Mr, Devlin had 
no right to raise a question of privi- 
loge In debalf of Col. Hughes.

Bye-Election For British Commons 
Results In Liberal Defeat, 


LONDON, Feb, 27. — The fourth 
and last cf the. bye-elections, -which 
synchronized with the opening of 
Parliament, was decided yesterday 
pen Leith Burghs elected the Union- 

t candidate to succeed Sir Ronald 
Munrog, Ferguson, newly-appointed 
Australian Governor-General, 

The figures are: G. W. Currie, 
Unionist, 6,159; Provost M. Smith, 
Liberal, 5,148; Bell, Labor, 3,346. 

The only consoling feature of the 
result of the contest so far as the 
Liberals are concerned is that the 
combined Liberal labor vote in yes- 
terday’s contest considerably exceeds 
that given the Liber:] candidate is 
the straight party fight in Decei_ber, 
1910. On the other hand, ft is point- 
ed out by jubilant Unionists that in 
the genera! election of January, 1916, 
the Liberal cancidate had a majority 
over the combined vote of his Union- 
ist and Labor opponents of 2,600. The 
constituency has returnes a 
candidate regularly since 1832, the 
mario 3,000, being gtven 

1906. 

It is conceded that the Liberal can- 
didate was the stronger from the per 
sonal standpoint: He is Malcolm 
Smith, provost of Leith, head of a 
large fish-curing business and highly 
popular. The Unionist, G. W. Currie, 
is an accountant, and was not re- 
garded as a strong candidate.
